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LIBERT}' ()R REVOLUTION.

“Irsenry and revolution are face to face,”
wrote M. Ollivier recently, in preparing the
address of the Oentral Oommittes for the ple-
biseite. 'This is the Napoleonio version of the
isgue whioh oulminates on SBunday, But the
Paris Siecle of yesterday, with more candor,
puta it in this shape:—'‘The Government
aska for an unqualified approval of the past,
and carte Manche for the future.” The whole
soheme of the popular vote means nothing
more nor less than this, and it is only by
diverting the attention of the people from
the true issue tothe alleged conspiracy against
the life of the Emperor, that the false issue
can bes made to predominate. The Journal
Officiel of yesterday was loaded down with
pronunciamentos and letters concerning this
bugbear, and the persons implicated in it
are to be brought at once befors the High
Court of Justice for trial, on the plea that the
oconspirators ‘have resolved to execute their
purposs before the 8th of May." If this assor-
tion means that those already in ocustody
had 8o purposed, the alleged necessity for an
immediate trial is sheer nonsense; whila, if it
refers to such of the plotters as have not yet
been captured, the acceleration of the trial of
their associates will serve only to put tkem
on their guard, and at the same time incite
them to a more determined effort than ever.
But the simple meaning of the whole move-
ment is the desire on the part of the Govern-
ment to identify opposition to the plebiseite
with the idiotic schemes of Flourens and
Beauri, to hoodwink the French pesople into
the belief that a negative vote means revulu-
tion and anarchy. Through the agency of
the immense machinery under the control of
the Government, the first reports concerning
the conspiracy have been spread broadoast
over France, and the time which is to elapse
before the taking of the vote is too shoct for
the opposite side of the story to be made
equally public. And now comes this last Na-
poleonic trick of an affeotation of
such .immediate peril to the State that
the trial of the conspirators must be com-
menced even before the vote is taken. The
whole governmental machinery is of course in
operation again, and doubtless before Bun.
day morning every voter in France will be in
possession of a copy of the charges against
the oonspirators and of the decree convoking
the High Court of Justice for their trial;
while the rational opponents of the plebiseite,
the men who follow the leadership of such
temperate Liberals as Jules Favre, will find it
imposaible to counteract the false impressions
created by the agents of the Government.

Bo, despite the efforts of all the rational
opponents of the empire, the vote on Sunday
will be taken on the false issue of liberty or
revolution, and if an affirmative response is
given, it will be nothing more nor less than
“an unqualified approval of the past, and |
carts blanche for the future.”

The Senatus Consultum recently submitted
to and approved by the Senate is included in
the so-called liberal reforms upon which the
poople are to pass judgment on Sanday. It
oontains several provisions of vital import-
anoe, prominent among which is the one
which declares that ‘‘every law relating to
taxation must first be voted by the Legislativa
Body'—a provision which, if earried out in
good faith, would be a decided gain for the
people. Butitis rendered nugatory by the
provision which declares that “‘the Constita-
tion can only be medified by the people on
the proposition of the Emperor,” the simple
meaning of which is that the Emperor may,
whenever his ascendancy is endangered by an
opposition majority in the Corps Legislatif,
appeal to the people directly for the ratifies-
tion of such changes in the Constitution as
will turn the scale in his favor, and enable

him to make & snccessful stand against the
Legislative Body. The popular vote in France
bhas heretofore been a farce, and the pre. |
sumption is that it will continue to be such
for some fime to come, It is the knowledgs
of this fact that enables the Government to
appeal to the people with confidence, aund it
is for the sake of keeping this unfail-
ing resort in reserve that it was prompted
to introduce into the last Senatus Ouva-
sulturn the provision which will enable the |
Emperor to change the Constitution at kis
pleasure. That the result of the voto to ba
taken on Bunday will be favorable to the Em-
peror there can be but little doubt, but it is
not 8o certain that the day will not be marked
by aerious disturbances which may endanger
the stability of the empire and unsettls the
foundations of the throne.

MINISTERS AND REARADMIRALS,
From the Committee on Foreign Relations
majority snd minority reports were presented
yesterday in the House of Representatives on
the subject of the outrages perpetrated by
Lopez on Minister Washburn and the mem-
bers of his suite. The majority report states
that Messre, Bliss and Masterman were mem-
bers of the personal suite of Mr, Washburn,
and were therefore, under the law of nations,
entitled to the protection of the United
HStates; that their forcible detention and ar-
rest was a violation of the law of nations,
and a gross insult to the honor and dignity of
the United States; and that the aotion of the
President ip withdrawing our Minister and
declining to hold further diplomatic inter-
course with Lopez is entitled to approval.

The minority report sets forth that the
arrest of Bliss and Masterman while under
the protection of the American flag was an
outrage that demanded prompt reparation,
and that the conduct of Mr. Washburn in
abandoning them was a serious compromise
of the dignity of the American flag that
oould not be justified by any considerations of
personal safety. Mr. Washburn, howaver, is
oonsidered censurable for associating with his
legution these two mon-—one a British sub-
Jject suspected by Lopez of a conspiracy with
his enemies, and both adventurers of doub‘-
ful reputation,

With regard to the conduct of the American
Rear-Admirals Davis and Godon, which was
one of Mr. Washburn's chief grievances, the
minority and majority of the committes come
to entirely different conelusions. A resolu-
tion of censure on Rear-Admiral Davis was
lost by a tie vote, butl the majorityreport that
in their opinion Rear-Admiral Godon, in neg-
lecting to assist Mr. Washburn in reaching
the Government to which he was accredited,
failed to discharge his duty as commander of
the South Atlantic Bquadron. The minority,
however, aocquit the naval officers of all
blame in the matter, and express the opinion
that no action is required on the part of Con-
greEs,

The difficulty between Mr. Washburn and
Rear-Admirals Davis and Gedon was one of
the most serions features of this whole affair,
for the diplomatic complications which grew
out of the peculiar disposition and the pecu-
liar sitnation of Lopez are not likely to ocour
again, and would not have occurred at all if
Lopez had been anything but a savage, with
whom it was scarcely worth while to hold any
diplomatic relations whatever. Phe refusal
of the naval officers to assist the minister,
however, raises a very important question as
to how far the navy is under the control of
our diplomatic representatives in foreiga
parts. Leaving out of consideration Mr.
Washburn's fitness or unfitness for his posi-
tion, or the prudence of his conduct, all that
bas been made public with regard to
this affair heretofore indicates very
plainly that the commanders of the South
Atlsntic Squadron did not recognize his right
to give any orders for their movements, and
that they deliberately and ostentatiously
asserted their independence of him by re-
fusing to assist hira when he demanded the
protection of the flag. A very curious letter,
evidently written by an officer of the navy in
Rear-Admiral Davis' command, appeared in
one of the New York papers about the time
of Minister Washburn's return to this coun-
try, in which it was roundly asserted that it
was beneath the dignity of a Rear-Admiral to
obey the orders of any mere civilian, and that
the upholding of the dignity of a Rear-
Admiral inthe United States Navy was of quite
as wuch importance in foreign waters as the
protection of American citizens or any other
little matters of that kind. Ridiculous as
was this assertion, it undoubtedly repre.
gented the feelings of a large number of
naval officers, and it indicated very plainly
that it was high time that some definite in-
structions were given to naval commandars as
to their duties and their relations to our diplo-
matie representatives, Our foreign ministars

| are the respomsible representatives of the

Government, and while many of them are
undoubtedly not the most fit persons that
could be chosen for the discharge of the deli-

| cate and responsible duties imposed upon

them, the officers of the navy are not the
proper judges of their capacity, Matters of
great moment may often depend upon the
assurance of a prompt support by the naval
foree to a minister in case he should have
ocegsion to demand it, and the people of the
conniry bave not so high a regard for the
dignity of a Rear-Admiral that they will ex-
cuse a refusal to comply with a request of a
winister for assistance,

| The resolution offered by the majority
of the committea on this point, lhurafora,
| ought not only to be adopted by the House,
but & law ought to be passed immediately

WOMANS RIGHTS

BRITAIN.

Ouvn conservative British oousing have de-
parted from their usual custom in showing
groster favor to the woman's rights idea than
it has received in the United States, Here-
tofore they have been content to follow in
the wake eof America in reforms, but on this
question they seem inclined to assume the
leadership. On the 4th instant the House of
Commons passod to a second reading, by a
vots of 124 to 91,'amid enthusiastic cheering,
& bill removing the disabilities of women
with regard fo voting; and this action indi-
oates that the right of suffrage will be ox-
tended to the genmtler sex in Great Britain
long before the sixteenth amendment
in ratified in this country., Varions circum-
stances have conspired to give =
greater degres of slrength to this
proposition on the other side of the water
than it has attained hers. In England the
right to vete has always been associated with
a property qualification. If a man was poor
he could not vote at all, and if he was a rich
landed proprietor he could control the suf-
frages of all his tenants, From this stand-
point female suffrage oan be strongly advo-
oated, and the main argunments in its favor
adduced in the House of Commons were that
it was unjust to exclude rich women, like
Miss Coutts, from the polls, or to deny to
women with immense incomes a privilege
which was accorded to their servants. This
is an essentially aristooratio view of the
subject, and it differs radically from the
American idea which bases the right of suf
frage on manhood, and ignores all property
qualifications, so that the favorite DBritish
woman's right argument possesses no foroe
whatever in this conntry. Another cause of
the recent action of the House of Commons
will probably be found in the earnest and
gorions manner in which an extension of the
right of suffrage to women has been advo-
cated by such writers as J. Stuart Mill, and
in the eager desire to vote which appears to
animate many British women, if we may
judge from the fact that 100,000 signatures
were appended to their petition. The
English mode of electioneering, and the
social importance attached to political posi-
tions in England, have always excited a deep
interest in elections among a large number of
British ladies, and have thus furnished a
motive for their petition which can searcely be
said to exist here. Despite the late vote,
however, the sucoess of the mew movement
is not yet, by any means, secured. 'The
London 7%¥mes has opened its batteries against
it, and a motion for the rejection of the bill
has already been offered. Meanwhile, if the
Bntish women need help to fight their battle,
we can very well afford to spare the woman's
rights agitators of this country, and if they
will ge over to London to pester Parliament,
instead of continuing their oratorical demon-
strations in this country, the American public
will be grateful for the relief afforded by
their temporary absence.

IN GREAT

A CORRESPONDENT of Le Tewmps, writing from the
Hague, communicates very unpleasant news; he an-
nounces the resurrection of the temporarily-interred
Luxembourg question. He I8 very sorry for men-
tioning such & thing, he apologizes beforehund ; but
there ean be no doubt about it. Local munifestations
have taken place, some In favor of annexation to
Belglum, others in favor of annexation to France—
none in favor of annexation to Prassia; and these
manifestations, and the depressed condition of the
Grand Duchy to which they have called attention,
have been made the subject of diplomatic notes,
though from whom and to whom the correspoudent
sayeth not. The result of the London Confsrence
was to reduce Luxembourg to the position of an in.
ternational buffer; and Luxembourg is, In facs,
srushed on all sldes, The town of Luxembourg,
moreover, has been ruined by the with-
drawal of three or four thousand men
who compose the Prussian garrison, whom, it will
pe remembered, the honest Luxembourgers wished
to see replaced by the troeps of no watter what
nation, provided enly that troops of some Kind, with
pay to receive and provisions to buy, were seat to
thom. At present, as during the crigls, the Luxem-
bourgers wish te be annexed either to Franve or Lo
Belgium ; but France will net allow them to become
Pelgian, while Prussia will nol hear of their be-
coming French. The King of Holland, now as here-
tofore, {8 quite willing te part with his duchy for a
consideration ; but to whichever of the surrounding
powers he may offer it, there are other powerd (Lo
say nothing of the Treaty of Loadon) to forbld the
gale, Inthe meanwhile Le Temps assores us that
wo are abeut to hear farther prepositious and dis-
cugsions on this subject. We hope not.

FPEMALE PAYSBICIANS IN RUssia.—It {8 stated that
the Russian Government has anuounced that women
will hereafter be admitted to medical schools and to
medical practice, The origin of this concession I8
remarkable, Formerly It was found that the Cos-
sicks objected te being attended by ma'e physiclans,
On investigation it was discovered that they held a
superstition concerning all diseases, and that their
only ideas of remedial agents related to the locanta-
tions, charms, and holy herbs administered by
witehes, For ages the witch had been thelr phyai-
ofan, and the tradition wasso stropg that afew
years ago, when some ladles applied to the Gevern-
ment for admission to the chilef achool of St Peters.
burg, o few of them were admitted on condition that
they would pursue their practice among the Cos-
sacks. It was evidently intended to supersede the
Ywitches."” As the measure did not bring about any
unlversal thaw and dissolution of the empire, It
seems t0 have been fellowed by a larger and raore
unoolall.loul concession.
